THE WATER SUFFLV. 
The action of the city council 
yesterday in notifying the water 
company that a higher pressure 
must be maintained on tlie mains 
will call public attention to a mat­ 
ter that is of interest to every Se­ 
dalia property owner. 
The city annually pays a large 
sum for water and in support of a 
fire company, and yet insurance 
men admit that the rates are made 
higher in this city on the plea that 
the pressure is insiilficient. 
Some 
of them contend that, with adequate 
pressure maintained, rates would be 
lowered lo or 1 5 per cent, from the 
present figures. 
Attention will also be called to 
another fact, and that is that the 
large reservoir should be kept in 
condition to hold a reserve supply 
of water and provision be made tor 
piping it down to the pumping 
station when it is recjuired. 
This reservoir could be made to 
hold water sufficient to supply Se­ 
dalia for many months if the proper 
precautions were taken by the com­ 
pany to Hold the water gathered 
during the wet season and pipe it 
to the works so that it would not 
be wasted.
